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AN 11-year-old boy is lucky 
to be alive after suffering a 
severe allergic reaction to an 
over-the-counter painkiller. 

Robyn Moult, 38, and Daryn 
Chambers, 47, were warned their son 
Calvin Lock might not survive after his 
entire body blistered and his hair and 
fingernails fell out after taking 
Ibuprofen. 

At first it was thought to be chicken 
pox, but experts at Addenbrooke’s 
identified it as something much more 
serious and potentially fatal. 

Mum Robyn said he looked like 
“someone had poured petrol all over 
him and then set him alight” after he 
contracted Stevens Johnson Syndrome 
(SJS), a life-threatening skin condition 
which led to his body cells dying. 

Despite having lost about 65 per cent 
of his skin, as well as having to teach 
himself how to walk again, brave Calvin 
has survived and is now on the road to 
recovery. 

His parents, who live in Upton Place, 
Littleport, with their three other 
children, Ryan, 18, Taylor, 14, and 12- 
year-old George, plan to launch their 
own charity to help raise awareness 
about SJS and to support other victims 
and their families. 

The horrific reaction happened on 
September 26. Calvin had been 
suffering from a viral infection and his 
mum decided to give him the painkiller 
after noticing that his eye was 
bloodshot and his ear was swollen. 

Doctors at first thought the rash 
which followed was chicken pox. 
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Worried that it was something more 
serious, Robyn rushed Calvin to 
Addenbrooke’s, where he was put on a 
life support machine before being 
transferred to the specialist burns unit 
at Broomfield Hospital in Essex. 

Experts spent weeks treating Calvin, 
an Ely College student, and pumping him 
full of medication. It was not until 
October 19 that he was finally allowed to 
return home from hospital. 

Even now, Calvin, who is an avid 
footballer and loves karate, is continuing 
to lose his hair, fingernails and toenails as 
his body continues to heal, and he has to 
return to Broomfield twice a week for 
treatment and check-ups. 

His mum said: “It’s been a tough time 
for us all, especially Calvin. 

“We just feel so lucky to have him here 
with us as we were warned 
to expect the worst when 
they put him on the life 
support machine. 

“The severity of the 
allergic reaction was what 
was so frightening. 

Literally every part of his 
body had blistered. 

“Calvin looked like 
someone had poured 
petrol all over him and 
then set him alight. 

“It was heartbreaking.”

Robyn said: “It’s affected him in 
many ways as he’s your typical 11- 
year-old boy 

“His vision has been affected as his 
eyes were so badly blistered and he 
even had to teach himself how to 
walk again. 

“Losing his hair has been tough 
and he hates the fact his skin looks so 
different but his strength has just 
been amazing. He is handling it 
unbelievably and we’re so, so proud 
of him.” 

Robyn and Daryn want to set up a 
charity not only to raise awareness 
about SJS and the risks of children 
taking Ibuprofen, but also to support 
families who are in the same position 
as themselves.

Smith, who had pleaded guilty, 
was given a 12-month suspended 
prison sentence for producing 
cannabis and six months 
concurrent for abstracting 
electricity. He must do 250 hours of 
unpaid community work and keep 
to a curfew for three months.

McDonald’s looks to 
open city restaurant 


FAST food giant 
McDonald’s has admitted 
it does want to build a 
restaurant in Ely - but 
that there are no 
“immediate plans”. 

Just a week after the 
company quashed rumours 
that it’s coming to the city, the 
firm has confirmed that it 
would build in Ely if a suitable 
site was made available. 

Ely is also listed on 
McDonald’s website as one of 
its most desired locations for 
new development, in particular 
a drive-thru, in East Anglia. 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with calls from 
residents who have heard 
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McDonald’s is planning to 
open a branch in Ely - more 
specifically at the empty 
Millets store on the city’s 
Market Place. 

But the fast food firm has 
insisted that it has no plans to 
come to the city 

Now, after contacting 
McDonald’s about Ely’s listing 
on its website, a spokesman has 
admitted: “Ely is listed as one of 
our desired locations to 
develop in East Anglia. 

“That means that if a suitable 
development opportunity 
came up then we would be 


interested. 

“It is important to stress that 
we do not have any immediate 
plans to build a new restaurant 
in Ely, however.” 

Last week’s story sparked a 
mixed reaction from locals, 
with some insisting Ely needs 
a McDonald’s, and others 
saying it would spoil the city’s 
“unique charm”. 

Marcus Lenton, from 
Witchford, said: “I was excited 
to read that there are rumours 
McDonald’s is coming to Ely 

“I haven’t heard the rumours 
myself but it wouldn’t surprise 
me if they’re true. 

“Ely needs a McDonald’s and 
there is no doubt it would 
thrive here.” 


Stacey Darwin, of Ely’s Broad 
Street, added: “McDonald’s 
would go down a treat in Ely 
“Every city needs one and it’s 
about time we had one too.” 

But Julie Carter, of Ely’s 
Columbine Road, said: “I really 
hope we don’t get a McDonald’s. 

“We’ve got enough eateries 
as it is and having a McDonald’s 
will just make us like every 
other city in the country 
“I honestly believe it would 
spoil Ely’s unique charm.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said the authority had 
not been approached by 
McDonald’s about coming to 
the district, and that it had not 
heard the rumours.

A PROJECT launched to try to 
stamp out crime and anti-social 
behaviour in Ely is making a 
positive difference. 

That’s the message from local 
businessman Mark Johnson, who set up 
the Ely Zero Tolerance Initiative earlier 
this year. 

Mr Johnson, of Stour Green, was so fed- 
up with crime and anti-social behaviour in 
the city that he launched the initiative to 
try to make a difference. 

The scheme enables residents, 
businesses and community organisations 
to raise any issues they have, which are 
then passed directly on to local officers. 

Mr Johnson insists the initiative is 
improving local issues and that there is 
now a greater police presence in the city, 
especially on a Friday and Saturday night. 

The main issues the scheme aims to 
tackle are underage drinking in the city, 
heavy drinking and inappropriate 
behaviour in the grounds of Ely Cathedral, 
youth crime and threatening behaviour in 
the city’s High Street, drunken anti-social 
behaviour in the city centre on Friday and 
Saturday nights and widespread littering 
in public parks. 

The initiative is also asking for a greater 
uniformed police presence in the city. 

Mr Johnson insists the initiative is 
making a positive difference, and that 
police presence in Ely has increased. 

He said: “I set up the initiative as I was 
just getting tired with certain anti-social 
behaviour in the city. 

“Instead of just sitting there and 
complaining about it, I wanted to do 
something to help and there is no doubt 
that it is making a difference. 

“We are pleased to witness the clear

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effect of a more proactive police approach 
to Friday and Saturday night pub and club 
incidents. 

“The police have increased their 
presence and are now on stand-by in the 
city centre itself, meaning that they are 
able to intervene almost as soon as a 
problem occurs. 

“This is a very positive initiative and we 
again thank Ely’s excellent team of officers 
for their efforts. 

“I’d urge people who want to speak up 
over crime in Ely to get involved.” 

The initiative, which is being sponsored 
financially by the firm, The Risk 
Management Group (TRMG), has been set 
up as a trial but if it continues to be a 
success it could remain in place infinitely. 

Sgt Will Davis said: “We are committed 
to tackling all forms of anti-social 
behaviour and crime in Ely. 

“I’m pleased to report that all crime is 
down by 18.4 per cent and anti-social 
behaviour has reduced by almost 40 per 
cent. 

“We have been told by local residents 
there are issues with littering on the 
cricket pitch which we are working with 
the council and the community to resolve.

Let’s hang on to 
our city heritage 

Sir, We must not repeat the mistakes 
of the past and do to Croylands what 
was done to the Corn Exchange on 
Ely market square in the early 1970s. 
Buildings of significance are not 
always easy to spot when they are 
still ‘young’, but Croylands, on 
Cambridge Road is definitely a 
building of significance and is part of 
the story of Ely, which we should 
fight tooth and nail to preserve in its 
entirety. The building is under 
significant threat from partial 
demolition and over-development 
and unless we are very careful it will 
be lost forever. 

Croylands is believed to be of the 
Queen Anne Revival style and is 
probably the only example of this 
style of architecture in Ely. Until 
1920, Croylands was the vicarage to 
The Holy Trinity Parish Church, 
which was a separate diocese, with 
the Lady Chapel of Ely Cathedral as 
its parish church; the graveyard for 
the parish was in the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral. The name Croylands is 
probably after Croyland Abbey in 
Lincolnshire which had close 
ecclesiastical links with Ely and the 
interior of this Victorian building 
contains the original staircase, 
fireplaces and other significant 
architectural features of the period. 
Although much of the original 
grounds of Croylands has already 
been lost to development, the 
quantity and size of the tree growth 
in the area is significant and rare in 
urban settings these days and needs 
to be preserved in its totality to 
conserve the special nature of this 
major route into Ely. 

McCarthy and Stone have had pre¬ 
application discussions with East 
Cambs District Council which 
included contingency plan 
discussions about what would 
happen if the existing building is 
found to be unsound. As well as 
removal of the back of the building, 
the rear of the roof is to be removed 
entirely and replaced with a flat roof, 
probably of corrugated zinc coated 
steel. Similar vertical cladding of the 
same coated steel will be fixed to the 
existing house to join it onto the 
massive extension which will run 
virtually the whole length of the 
garden at the same height as the 
original building. Effectively, what 
will be left (assuming what’s left is 
found to be capable of still standing)

£2,000 to help fund 
further research 
into the killer 
disease. 

Amelie Beatrix 

Clipson-Smith was just 
three years old when she 
died from bacterial 
meningitis four years 
ago in France, where her 
father, Kevin Smith, 
was working as an 
aeronautical engineer. 

Amelie, who had just 
started school, was 
taken to hospital in 
Bordeaux but died less 
than 12 hours later. 

Her organs were 
donated and helped to 
save three children’s 
lives. 

On Saturday, Kevin 
and his partner, Amelie’s 
mother, Sally Clipson, 
transformed their home, 
The Old Lodge, in 


Fordham Road, Soham, 
into Chez Amelie - a 
fine dining, pop-up 
restaurant for the 
evening. 

Top chef and close 
friend Tim Hill prepared 
a six-course meal for 25 
guests and diners were 
asked to pay what they 
thought the evening was 
worth. 

The evening itself 
raised over £1,600 for 
Meningitis UK and 
hundreds more has been 
donated via an online 
site. 

Sally and Kevin, who 


have two other 
daughters, plan to hold 
similar evenings to help 
Meningitis UK fund 
research to develop 
vaccines. 

Sally said: “The 
evening was absolutely 
fantastic and it is 
something we certainly 
plan to do again soon. 

“The support we have 
received has been 
brilliant. 

“We are dedicated to 
ensuring Amelie’s 
memory lives on. 

“She was a very gentle, 
kind little girl with a 


great spirit and we are so 
proud of her. Although 
she was vaccinated 
against some forms of 
meningitis, there aren’t 
vaccines to protect 
against all forms of the 
terrible disease. 

“We were horrified by 
how fast it all happened. 
Amelie became ill very 
suddenly with signs 
similar to a common 
cold in her first half- 
term. 

“If vaccines can be 
found to prevent other 
families losing a loved 
one to meningitis, I can 
think of no other cause 
more worthy.

Trader tackles fish catch problem 


A FISHING tackle dealer is 
trying to combat the 
escalating problem of fish 
poaching. 

The illegal removal of fish 
from East Anglia’s waterways 
is ever-increasing and often 
involves Eastern European 
anglers who are unaware of 
the UK’s catch and release 
laws. 

Now Steve Calder, who runs 
Carping On, a fishing tackle 
business based in Mildenhall, 
is doing his bit to try to tackle 
the problem. 

Steve, who also runs stalls on 
Ely’s markets, has produced 


a series of information 
posters, translated into 
Polish, Lithuanian, Albanian 
and Portuguese, advising 
foreign people about the 
country’s catch and release 
policies. 

The laminated posters are 
now available, free of 
charges, for local angling 
clubs to display at their 
fisheries. 

Steve said: “Since we first 
began trading on Ely market 
and subsequently opening 
our shop in Mildenhall, I’ve 
heard some real horror 
stories involving netting and 


even electro-fishing on a near 
commercial scale. 

“The UK is unusual within 
Europe in that we pursue a 
catch and release policy. In 
other countries, it’s perfectly 
normal for anglers to take 
home any fish that they 
catch. 

“Hopefully by posting these 
information notices in 
multiple languages, the 
message will quickly spread 
that poaching will not be 
tolerated on our waterways.”

Hare coursers’ 
car bans cut 


FIVE men convicted 
of hare coursing have 
had their one-year 
driving bans cut after 
claiming the punish¬ 
ment was too harsh.

hares in Hale Fen on 
November 23. 

They were each fined 
between £110 and £230, 
had to pay £201 costs and 
disqualified from driving 
for a year in fuly. 

But fames Earle, miti¬ 
gating at an appeal against 
sentence at Cambridge 
Crown Court, said they

were not given the chance

He added: “The main 
reason they are appealing 
is not because the ban 
went beyond the powers of 
the bench but that the 
punishment that has fallen 
upon them is disprop¬ 
ortionate, they say, to what 
they did. 

“That is not to say they 
are not contrite. They have 
all told me they will not be 
doing it again.” 

Mr Earle said some of his 
clients, who live in rural 
parts of Surrey and West 
Sussex, were seeing their 
businesses suffer and that 
others could not take sick 
relatives to hospital due to 
the ban. 

Duncan O’Donnell, 
prosecuting, said the group 


had travelled to Cambrid¬ 
geshire specifically to 
commit the crimes. 

He added: “This offend¬ 
ing behaviour is prevalent 
in the Littleport area and 
there is constant concern 
from local farmers and 
residents.” 

fudge Mark Lucraft QC, 
sentencing alongside two 
justices, reduced the dri¬ 
ving ban for all five men, 
who have more than 70 
convictions between them, 
to six months each. 

He said it was the “inten¬ 
ded consequence” of dri¬ 
ving bans to cause hard¬ 
ship but added: “It is clear 
to us that the case called 
for a period of disqual¬ 
ification but 12 months 
was too long.” 

Cambridgeshire is pop¬ 
ular with coursers because 
of its arable land, which 
attracts brown hares. 

Police launched a crack¬ 
down on hare coursing 
earlier this month after 11 
incidents were reported in 
the county in just over a 
week.

Extension plans 
at nursing home 


A NURSING home 
which was almost 
gutted by fire could now 
be made bigger. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has received 
a planning application for 
The Grange Nursing Home in 
Littleport to be extended. 

London-based firm 
Minster Care Group, which 
runs the home, wants to build 
a new 30 square metre, three- 
storey extension in the 
building’s courtyard to 
provide residents with extra 
communal space. 

The proposals include 
building a new glazed 
corridor enclosure and a new 
flat roof porch. 

Minster’s agents, London- 
based Bavarskis Studio, said 
the extension will have “very 
minimal or no impact” on the 
appearance of the home, 
which was built in 1855. 

They said: “It is proposed to 
build a new extension over 
three floors in the internal 
courtyard between two 
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staircases on the west side of 
the building. 

“As the existing building 
layout does not have 
sufficient space for required 
common daily activities of 
the residents, this extension 
would provide a necessary 
day space. 

“The extension is proposed 
in the internal courtyard 
approximately 5.7m by 6.5m 
in size, which is formed by 
two staircases, a corridor and 
an end wall of previous 1997 
bedroom extension. 

“The new day space 
extension will have very 
minimal or no impact to the 
outlook of the building yet 
will provide an invaluable 
common space for the care 
home residents.” 

The home is also hoping to 
install new automatically- 
operated gates at the home’s 
west side car park “to provide 


overnight security to the staff 
vehicles”. 

The plans come just weeks 
after a massive fire at the 
home, in Grange Lane, which 
is currently undergoing a 
renovation. 

Fire crews from across the 
region were called to the 
building on September 19 
after part of its roof caught 
light. 

The blaze destroyed the 
majority of the roof and 
firefighters said the building 
was “lucky to still be 
standing” at the time. 

The majority of residents at 
the home were also moved 
into other care homes earlier 
this year after health and 
social care watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission said the 
home was failing to look after 
its residents properly. 

Since then, the home’s 
operator has promised the 
home will soon “meet the 
highest standards” and has 
been working on refurbishing 
the building. 


Six-year jail term given to burglar 


A BURGLAR who stole more 
than £2,000 worth of jewellery 
from a home has been jailed. 

Andrew Corker, 35, broke 
into a house in Swaffham 
Prior on fanuary 13 by 
smashing his way in through 
the patio doors. 

Once inside Corker, of 
Cottier Drive, Littleport, stole 
a tin of jewellery and a black 
folder. 

A neighbour challenged 
Corker as he left the house 
clutching the black folder and 
he said he was there to lay 
concrete before driving off in a 
van. 


Officers later traced the 
burglar through the van and 
he was arrested. 

Last Wednesday, Corker was 
sentenced to six years in jail 
after being found guilty of 
burglary at Peterborough 
Crown Court. 

DC Dan Bramley said: “I 
hope this sentence 
demonstrates the serious 
consequences of burglary. 

“This type of offence is 
extremely stressful and 
disruptive for victims and I 
hope in this case the fact that 
justice has been done will 
afford them some comfort.” 



Bus company praised 
as service resumes 

SOUTH East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice has praised Stagecoach for 
reinstating a bus service between Ely 
and two nearby villages. 

But he is also urging residents in 
Waterbeach and Landbeach to use the 
service now it is being brought back. 
As reported in the News, villagers in 
Waterbeach and Landbeach had been 
calling for the return of their bus 
service to Ely ever since Stagecoach 
scrapped the service earlier this year, 
saying it was underused. 

Campaigner Maurice Leeke, who lives 
in Waterbeach, had planned to launch 
a weekly market day bus to the city 
with villagers. 

But now Stagecoach has backed down 
and announced it will run two morning 
services each day from Landbeach 
and Waterbeach through to Ely with 
two services returning in the 
afternoon. 

Mr Paice said: “This is great news for 
my constituents in these villages who 
had lost a vital link to Ely where many 
of them enjoyed shopping as well as 
using local services. 

“It is now essential that residents 
show Stagecoach that they have made 
the right decision by using these 
reinstated services so there is no 
temptation to axe them again.” 

The new services are expected to be 
introduced on Monday.

“inadequate”. 

Assessors re-visited the 
school in September and 
the results have now been 
published. 

Ofsted has praised the 
school’s interim head 
teacher, Michelle Sie- 
quien, and the governing 
body for making “good 
progress in addressing the 
issues for improvement 
and in raising the pupils’ 
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achievement”. 

In his report, inspector 
Paul Brooker said: “The 
quality of teaching has 
strengthened. 

“Opportunities for 
pupils to consolidate and 
develop their skills in 
English and mathematics 
are now systematically 
identified across the 
curriculum, and lessons 
are more challenging 
because teachers set 
ambitious learning out¬ 
comes and encourage 
pupils to work hard. 

“There have been 
notable improvements in 
marking and the use of 
assessment, with some 
examples of excellent 
practice. 

“Teachers give pupils 
detailed feedback and 
provide clear steps for 
improvement. 

“Pupils are getting used 
to having to respond to 
this guidance, they enjoy 
setting their personal 
targets in mathematics 


and English, and having 
opportunities to review 
their own progress.” 

The school has app¬ 
ointed a new member of 
staff to the senior 
leadership team, as well as 
a new chair and vice-chair 
to the governing body. 

Mr Brooker added: “The 
school’s leadership, incl¬ 
uding governance, has 
been transformed.

Safety fears at 
store car park 


“RECKLESS” drivers 
are putting people’s 
lives at risk by 
speeding across a 
supermarket car 
park. 

Families say their 
children’s safety is being 
endangered by motorists 
using Waitrose’s car park 
in The Cloisters, Ely. 

They say some drivers 
also refuse to stop at the 
pedestrian walkways in 
the car park, which is one 
of the city’s busiest. 

Mum-of-two Felicity 
Tidman, of Ely’s Prick- 
willow Road, said: “The 
car park at Waitrose is 
becoming quite a 
dangerous place to be. 

“The majority of drivers 
who use it are responsible 
and cautious of the people 
and cyclists around them 
but there are some 
reckless drivers who think 
it’s funny to speed through 
the car park. 

“There have been 
numerous occasions 
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recently when my children 
and I have been waiting to 
cross the pedestrian 
walkway in the car park 
and the drivers also refuse 
to stop. 

“Drivers need to realise 
that this is an extremely 
busy area, not only with 
shoppers but also families 
walking to and from 
school and work. 

“Unless they start to 
take their foot off the 
pedal and be more 
considerate of pedestrians 
and cyclists around them, 
someone is going to get 
seriously hurt.” 

Egremont Street resi¬ 
dent, Ed Wallace, is also 
concerned. 

He said: “I walk through 
the Waitrose car park most 
days, as do most people 
who are going into Ely 
from a certain side of the 
city. 

“I’ve witnessed at least 


half a dozen near acci¬ 
dents in the car park 
recently where pedes¬ 
trians were almost hit by 
cars. 

“It’s because vehicles are 
going too fast. Some of 
them are going so fast that 
they’re struggling to stop 
at the pedestrian crossings 
in time. 

“It’s ridiculous. Drivers 
need to realise that just 
like they do in residential 
and built-up streets, they 
need to take their foot off 
the pedal in car parks too.” 

A spokesman for Wait¬ 
rose said the store had not 
received any complaints 
about the issues high¬ 
lighted. 

He said: “The issue with 
drivers speeding in the car 
park at Waitrose, Ely, is not 
one that has been raised 
with us. 

“However, customer 
safety is extremely impor¬ 
tant to us and we would 
urge all motorists using 
the car park to be 
considerate of everybody 
else around them.”

MR: Marina is 
a private Issue

AN MP “feels sorry” 
for boat owners who 
are being forced to 
vacate a marina - but 
says there is little he 
can do to support 
them. 

Some of the families 
who have been asked to 
vacate the Fish and Duck 
Marina in Holt Fen, near 
Little Thetford, have met 
with MP Jim Paice. 

The boaters, many of 
whom live there perm¬ 
anently, claim they have 
not been given long 
enough to find an 
alternative site and that 
there is no room for them 
to moor anywhere in the 
region. 

Mr Paice said that as 
much as he sympathises 
with the families, there is 
not much he can do as it is 
a private issue which 
involves the boaters and 
the owners of the marina, 
James and Davina Harvey. 

He said: “I have met

with a couple of the 
boaters and I do feel sorry 
for them. It’s not a nice 
situation for them to be in. 

“But unfortunately there 
really isn’t much I can do 
to help them. 

“It is a private issue 
between the boaters and 
the owners of the marina, 
not a public body or 
organisation so I am very 
limited. 

“I will speak to Mr and 
Mrs Harvey about the 
issues but unfortunately 
they are entitled to make 
the decisions when it 
comes to their land.” 


Mr and Mrs Harvey 
have ordered that all 
boaters leave the marina 
by January for a major 
refurbishment to get 
under way. 

Even when the marina 
re-opens it will be open to 
only non-residential 
boaters, which means 
around 80 families are 
now frantically trying to 
find somewhere else to 
moor their homes. 

Boaters across the 
region are in uproar, 
insisting it will have a 
knock-on effect on the 
entire region’s boating 
community. 

However Mr and Mrs 
Harvey say the marina is 
in “dire” need of being 
redesigned and revamped, 
and that the new facility 
will boost the economy 
and tourism. 

Work at the marina is 
expected to last for around 
four months. 

In the longer term, Mr 
and Mrs Harvey also hope 
to add facilities such as a 
restaurant and overnight 
accommodation, as well 
as rebuilding a pub that 
was once there.

A CAMPAIGN to 
celebrate the cente¬ 
nary of the birth of 
naturalist Sir Peter 
Scott has raised more 
than £60,000 to help 
local children engage 
with nature. 

Sir Peter Scott’s passion 
for natural history was 
partly inspired by one of 
the last letters sent from 
the Antarctic by his father, 
the explorer, Captain 
Robert Scott. 

To celebrate the major 
milestone, the Wildfowl 
and Wetland Trust (WWT), 
which has a centre in 
Welney, has been running 
the Scot 100 campaign.

Bank blasted

ECO-FRIENDLY residents 
are accusing Barclays bank

Cracking night out 


Review: LIZ SAYERS 


I T’S going to be a truly 
cracking evening, said 
Canon Alan Hargrave, 
welcoming the audience to 
A Choral Celebration 
I thought to myself ‘it jolly well 
better be’ because minutes 
before I’d dragged myself away 
from a blazing fire and Strictly 
Come Dancing. 

You don’t often hear choral 
music described as ‘cracking’ - 
more usually it’s ‘uplifting’ - but I 
can’t think of a better way to 
describe the programme that 
conductor Andrew Parnell put 
together for a concert that 
marked the tenth anniversary of 
his association with Ely Choral 
Society 

This is Ely and district’s largest 
choir which is open to anyone 
who wants to sing. 

On Saturday the choir was 
around 130 strong and included 
30 members of Kempen 
Protestant Church Choir who 
had travelled from Germany for 
this special occasion. After only a 
brief opportunity to rehearse 
over the previous 24 hours, this 
was a remarkable vocal 
demonstration of European 
co-operation. 

The programme opened with 
Haydn’s Missa Brevis Sancti 
Johannis de Deo (The Little Organ 
Mass) with guest soloist Rebecca 
Duckworth, a wonderfully 
sensitive soprano, in the 
Benedictus section. 

Faure’s Catinque de Jean 
Racine was written in 1864 when 
the composer was only 19. 
Appropriately 11 members of Ely

Youth Choir (Ely Choral Society’s 
community choir for 11-18-year- 
olds) added an extra dimension 
to this lovely melodic piece. 

The choral society is fortunate 
to have an accompanist as 
accomplished as lonathan Lilley 
who has been assistant organist 
at Ely since 2002. 

His first organ solo was 
Recessional by William Mathias, 
the composer who wrote the 
anthem Let the People Praise 
Thee, O God for the wedding of 
the Prince and Princess ofWales 
in 1981. 

lonathan knows the 
cathedral’s magnificent 
instrument so well that it has 
almost become an extension of 
his being. This was a terrific, 
vibrant piece which was a 
highlight of the first half. 

J S Bach’s O Jesu Christ, Meins 
Lebens Licht was followed by 
Mendelssohn’s Hear My Prayer. 
This cantata-in-miniature 
concludes with the oh-so- 
familiar Ofor the Wings of a Dove. 
Sung by Rebecca Duckworth it 


was awe-inspiring. 

Andrew Parnell is earning an 
enviable reputation as a 
composer as well as a conductor 
and the second half of the 
programme began with his latest 
work, The Dew of Heaven. 

This had been commissioned 
by Ely Choral Society with the 
help of a bequest from a long- 
serving contralto member of the 
choir, Mary Shelbourne, who was 
a skilled calligrapher and a 
Liveryman of the Worshipful 
Company of Stationers and 
Newspaper Makers. Her bequest 
was augmented by a grant from 
the Stationers’ Foundation and 
donations made by members of 
the society who should be 
delighted with their investment. 

This was the first public 
performance and the choir, 
joined once again by the 
members of the Youth Choir, 
approached it with an intensity 
that was almost palpable. 

It is a challenging but 
accessible piece which deserves 
a wider audience which I’ve no 


doubt it will receive. Bravo, Mr 
Parnell. I hope the composer 
enjoyed the choir’s performance 
as much as the audience. 

Jonathan’s choice for his 
second solo in the second half of 
the programme - Prelude and 
Fugue in G minor by Marcel 
Dupre - offered an even better 
opportunity to showcase his 
virtuosity. It was a fiendishly 
difficult piece which started with 
a whisper and ended with a roar. 
Magnificent! 

The organist took a break for 
the concert’s penultimate item, 
Jauchzetdem Herm, which 
Mendelssohn wrote for four-part 
a cappella chorus and which 
gave the Kempen visitors the 
chance to sing in their native 
language. 

The beautiful melody of John 
Rutter’s The Lord Bless You And 
Keep You was probably being 
hummed by most of us as we 
walked out of the cathedral into 
an icy wind whipping past the 
West door. It really had been a 
‘cracking’ evening. 


Wonderful way 
to highlight the 
50th anniversary 


A CELEBRATION of Male Voices 
in Ely Cathedral was a 
wonderful way to mark the 50th 
anniversary of Huntingdon Male 
Voice Choir. 

This fine choir, directed by 
Peter Davies, was joined by a 
number of other choirs and their 
respective conductors and 
accompanists: St Stythians 
(Ken Downing), Basingstoke 
(Peter Allen and Paul Wright), St 
Edmundsbury (Mark Jefferson), 
Northampton (Stephen Bell and 
Andy Poole), Alcester (Judith 
land) and Brighton (Iris Warren 
and LizTunmer). 

The overall sound this mass 
of male voices produced was 
delightful. 

Local highly-regarded 
musicians Prime Brass, Kate 
Woolf (soprano), accompanist 
Paul Bryan and cathedral 
assistant organist Jonathan 
Lilley also added style to this 
wonderful evening. 

Most noticeable was the 
spine-chilling beauty of these 
290 singers when they held 
their musical line in one long 
sustained soft sound. 

This was particularly 
apparent in the wonderful 
arrangement of the National 
Anthem by Edmund Walters, Lily 
of the Valley arranged by 
E Jones and Be Still for the 
Presence of the Lord by David 
J Evans, arranged by Peter 
Davies. 

Prime Brass is already 
established as one of the finest 
ensembles to play in Ely 
Cathedral. 


They presented some 
amazing items, including 
Britten’s Fanfare for St 
Edmundsbury, The Arrival of the 
Queen of Sheba by Handel 
arranged by P Archibald and 
Chris Hazell’s Three Brass Cats. 

This superb group’s 
phenomenal technique and tonal 
quality brought to life these 
pieces, demonstrating amazing 
skill and alacrity while also 
expressing exquisitely the 
litheness and quirky 
characteristics of the three 
cats. 

Kate sang delightfully, her 
lovely soprano voice giving 
colour, emotion and cohesion to 
her songs: three Spirituals 
arranged and accompanied by 
Paul Bryan, / Feel So Pretty and 
A Simple Song (from the Mass) 
by Bernstein. 

One of the most impressive 
items was Jonathan Lilley’s 
grand performance of William 
Walton’s Crown Imperial, a 
most appropriate contribution to 
the event. 

The joint choirs culminated 
the concert with glorious 
sounds when giving full voice to 
Old Hundredth {\N Kethe, 
arranged by Ralph Vaughan 
Williams) and Festival piece on 
Sine Nomine by R Vaughan 
Williams and WM Howe 
arranged by Dwight Elrich. 

This was undoubtedly a 
highly successful celebratory 
event that also supported Help 
for Heroes.

Giving the birds a 
boost of berries 


G ardeners 

should be 
continuing to refill 
their bird-feeders and 
baths during the cooler 
months, when the birds 
really need them, but it’s 
worth looking at some 
berried treasures to plant 
in borders as well. 

Indeed, with some plants, such 
as pernettya and snowberry, the 
berries are the main attraction as 
their flowers are small and 
insignificant. 

Don’t just think of red when 
you consider adding a shrub with 
berries to your garden. Their 
colours range from white to black 
and most colours in between. As 
they contain the reproductive part 
of the plant, berries are perfect 
for increasing your stock of 
plants. 

The birds have a habit of 
helping with propagation, by 
spreading seeds all over the 
garden. And there are quite a few 
trees which will provide them 
with food throughout the autumn

and winter months. 

The rowan tree, mountain ash 
and whitebeam, which all belong 
to the genus Sorbus, carry 
abundant crops of berries from 
autumn onwards and provide 
some fantastic autumn leaf 
colour as well. 

The golden-berried rowan, 
Sorbus ‘Joseph Rock’, provides 
both colour for gardeners and 
food for blackbirds with its 
abundant berry crop. 

For the best of both worlds, 
plant a Sorbus sargentiana, which 
has pinnate leaves which turn 
brilliant red in autumn, large 
sticky red buds in winter and 
huge clusters of white flowers, 
followed by bright red berries for 
the birds. 


Another good garden stalwart 
that provides masses of fruit is 
the herringbone cotoneaster, with 
its dense tapestry of branches and 
small, glossy leaves also 
providing good nesting sites for 
small birds and homes to many of 
the insects on which they feed. 

It’s a compact, deciduous 
species bearing pinkish white 
flowers followed by bright red 
berries and reaches a maximum 
height of around 1.5m (5ft) and is 
particularly suitable for training 
against a sunny wall. 

If you prefer orange berries, go 
for the semi-evergreen C. 
simonsii, which grows a little 
taller and produces a new set of 
leaves in mid-autumn which may 
last until spring. 

Of course, no berry-rich 
garden should be without at least 
two varieties of holly, as they 
need a male and a female to 
pollinate. An abundant crop of 
scarlet or yellow autumn berries 
should appear as long as a male 
form of holly is planted near to 
every three to five female plants. 

Often persisting through most 
of the winter, the fruits provide 


vital cold-weather food for many 
types of songbird, while 
deciduous forms with persistent 
bright red fruits include 
‘Sparkleberry’ and Ilex 
verticillata ‘Winter Red’, with its 
dark green, toothed foliage. 

Birds aren’t interested in all 
berries, which is just as well, 
because if you only plant their 
favourites, you may have little 
colour left by Christmas. 

So plant some specimens 
which the birds will leave alone, 
such as Skimmia, Aucuba and the 
guelder rose (Viburnum opulus), 
which tend to be their least 
favourites. Ivy berries are 
extremely valuable to birds, while 
crab apples are also appreciated. 

When considering your food 
supply for the birds, remember 
that fruiting wall shrubs 
including pyracantha and 
flowering quince will need to be 
pruned after flowering each year 
to keep them close to the wall. 

You may lose a few young 
berries, but the rest will ripen 
better and the shrub will look 
neater if it doesn’t outgrow its 
space.

POSSIBLE poor 
evaluation by car 
owners is turning 
vehicle buying into a 
hagglers’ heaven. 

Successful bartering has 
helped knock an average of 
£939 off the price of a car for 
buyers, a survey by Auto 
Trader found. 

Men appear to haggle 
better than women, with 
male buyers managing to get 
an average of £1,029 knocked 
off the price of a new or used 
car, with women managing 
only £706. 

Overall, around 60 per cent 
of motorists paid under the 
asking price for a new or 
used car in the period July to 
September 2012. 

The poll of more than 3,000 
mo per cent of sellers chose 
the most convenient way to 
sell rather than the method 
that may get them the best 
price. 


Auto Trader group director 
Nathan Coe said: “With so 
many sellers getting less than 
they were expecting for their 
cars it raises the question of 
whether this is people not 
valuing their cars 
appropriately or whether it’s 
buyers taking advantage of a 
weak market. 

“Everyone knows buyers 
look at the state of the market 
before they purchase, but 


consumers have a lack of 
understanding about 
accurate pricing when it 
comes to selling. Sellers 
should do research through 
online valuation sites to 
prevent disappointment.” 

However, Auto Trader 
warned that the market was 
beginning to pick up for 
sellers, adding that buyers 
should not become 
complacent.
